Boyne City will 
keep its airport

BOYNE CITY - The city airport is not 
just a paved landing strip with hangars, 
storage buildings and gas pumps. 

It is a facility tocated on 40 acres of 
land that has been described as ‘‘ideal”’ 
for industrial growth by the city master 
planners, Johnson, Johnson and Roy. it 
is also a facility that, in its present role 
is considered important for the com- 
munity. 

Controversy about what to do with the 
airport arose when the city hired John- 
son, Johnson and Roy to prepare and 
deliver a comprehensive community 
development plan to be used as a 
general guide for the development of 
land. 

The planning consultants suggested 
that the airport may better serve the 
community as an industrial park which 
would offer the city an improved tax 
base. 

The 40-acre airport site and the 
20-acre parcel that is currently zoned 
agricultural, east of Rotary Park on 
State Street, were suggested as future 
industrial parks. 

According to City Manager Tim Clif- 

on, ‘'The State Street location is not as 
desirable as the airport because most of 
the traffic going to industrial plants 
comes from the south. There would be 


“more truck traffic through town to get to 


the State Street location. This would be 
hazardous for pedestrians and could 
involve more street maintenance.’ 

No formal vote has been taken, but 
the Boyne City Commission now seems 
to stand four to one against changing 
the airport to an industrial park. 

Commissioner Marty Paul] believes he 
may be the only city commisstoner who 
wishes to close the airport. But he is not 
the only person in Boyne City who 
would like to see it closed. 

‘As expected, there has been some 
opposition to the airport closing, most of 
which has come from the few people 
who use the airport and those few whom 
they have influenced. Theirs has been a 
subjective approach to an issue that 
affects not only them but all of the 
taxpaying citizens of the city,’’ says 
Paul. 

Even though there are restrictions in 
the land deed and state grant that may 
prohibit closing of the airport, Paul says 
‘‘We don’t think it’s a situation im- 
possible to overcome. What we're inter- 
ested in are the best economic condi- 
tions for Boyne City.’’ 


In a memo circulated to the city 
commission, planning commission and 
advisory boards, Paul recommends that 
a central county airport be established, 
in addition to the Charlevoix Airport 


which is important because of its | 


proximity to Beaver Island. 

But a number of business and indus- 
trial leaders fec! the airport is important 
to the communities’ growth and their 
own business success. 


Funeral Director James Stackus, who 
helped build the airport with Glen 
Shearer and Bob and Rievel Gerrie 
before World War II, uses the airport

for business and pleasure. “I am 
pleased with the airport’s location. 
Most airports are situated too far away 
from the town. It’s possible for someone 
to walk into town from the present 
location,’ Stackus said. 

He believes that airports wil! become 
vital to the growth of a community as 
the energy problems worsen. ‘‘Many 
people don't realize that it’s usually 
cheaper to fly than drive. It costs me 
less in time, fuel and maintenance.” 

Mac McNicol, vice-chairman of the 
airport advisory board, says ‘‘Nothing 
has been done yet to rezone the airport 
land. As a business person I am 
opposed to closing it. 1 know the airport 
brings people into my establishment.”’ 

“I have personally taxied people who 
have flown in for the Polish Festival, 
Mushroom Festival and Fourth of July 
back to their airplanes at the Boyne City 
airport. It would be a definite mistake 
for us to move it,’’ McNicol said. 

There is dissension on the question of 
whether the airport is self-supporting. 
‘With the cost of lights, telephone and 
general maintenance of the airport, it is 
not self-supporting.’’ says Paul. 

Others think it is. Fuel is sold on an 
honor system and al! pilots The Press 
spoke to said that the system is working 
well. ‘‘Now they are charging a tie- 
down fee, which was always a free 
service in the past,’’ says Stackus, who 
at one time managed the airport. 

The runways and ingress and egress 
to the airport are now the last priority 
for city snow plowing. 

Larry Trumble, representing Indus- 
trial Magnetics and Trumco, says ‘'The 
snow removal has not as yet presented a 
real problem even though it’s the last 
thing the city plows. fuse the airport for 
business purposes on an average of 
once a week. Mike Stowe, the owner of 
Industrial Magnetics, flies in and out of 
the airport for business related 
purposes about twice a month.” 

Trumble also believes that the Indus- 
trial Magnetics and Trumco building is 
in an excellent location. The plant is 
near the airport but outside the city 
limits on highway M-75. 

‘It's no real advantage to the plant 
owner to have a business inside the city 
limits. Townships can adopt building 
codes that would require plants to be 
attractive. And the township may be 
more attractive to the plant owner,’’ 
because of lower tax rates, he said. 

Do airports attract industry? 

Says Stackus, '‘The business climate 


of Michigan ts drastically changing the 
possibility of any industry relocating in 
northern Michigan.’’ 

Chuck Rivard, member of the airport 
advisory committee adds: ‘Michigan is 
reported to be one of the least desir- 
able states for manufacturing plants. 
But, airports do tend to attract in- 
dustry.”’ 

But Marty Paul disagrees: ‘The 
industries presently located in Boyne 
City do not use the airport for business 
purposes. Their tendency is to use smal! 
jets which require a larger airport, and 
ours does not have room for 
expansion.” 

He suggests that the present tand- 
fill area be considered as a possible 
airport site and the present airport 
acreage be used for industry. ‘‘There is 
enough land there to qualify for federal 
funding."’

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Our story and chart comparing 
grocery prices at area stores drew a 
considerable amount of comment 
last week. 

Like many stories we do, this one 
drew both favorable and critical 
response. Most of the people who 
criticized the article thought we were 
encouraging our Boyne City readers 
to drive to Petoskey to do their 
shopping. 

Actually, we had no specific 
reason for doing the price com- 
parison other than to inform our 
readers about a subject which they 
all could relate to. After all, every- 
one buys groceries, and in these 
inflationary times, nearly everyone is 
careful about how they spend their 
money. 

We also knew before we wrote the 
story that—like it or not—a fair 
number of people in Charlevoix 
County drive to Petoskey to do their 
grocery shopping. We were curious 
to see if it really was worthwhile to 
shop out of town. 

With the increasing cost of 
gasoline and general automobile up- 
keep, we had a feeling that it 
probably was NOT worthwhile to buy 
groceries out of town on a regular 
basis..... but only a detailed 
comparison could provide an answer. 

If you really read our story and 
studied our chart, we think you 


would agree that no. definitive 
answer surfaced as a result of our 
survey. The headline on the story 
said *'Groceries—Comparing prices 
at 9 stores."’ It didn’t say ‘‘Giant 
sells cheapest groceries,"' which is 
what some people concluded after a 
quick glance at the chart. 

Our price totals showed that Giant 
Supermarket of Petoskey was the 
least expensive when 45 typical 
grocery store name brand items were

compared. If different items had 
been chosen, the results might have 
been different. 

The chart and story also pointed 
out that several stores in Charlevoix 
County carry a wider selection of 
budget-priced generic or store brand 
items—thus food bills could be cut 
below Giant's prices by shopping ‘‘at 
home." 

By now, you're getting the idea 
that it was a complicated story. 
That's why it took up the entire front 
page of last week's paper. Many 
factors had to be explained. We 
didn’t use coupons, for instance. 
Other factors such as driving 
distance, store atmosphere, and 
special services like custom cut

meats were mentioned—but each 
individual shopper. obviously had to 
weigh the benefits and dis- 
advantages according to his or her 
own personal situation. 

We did concede, however, that 
some shoppers might be able to save 
money by getting groceries in Pet- 


oskey. . . with quite a few ‘‘ifs’’ 
attached. If you have the time to 
drive 40 miles or more (round- 
trip), if your car gets good gas 


mileage, if you clip coupons, and if 
you happen to be going to Petoskey 
anyway. 

Actually, we thought it was quite 
interesting that both Country Star 
and Edwards IGA of Boyne City were 
less expensive than the Petoskey 
Kroger store. The image of the high 
volume store with a huge advertis- 
ing budget somehow made that seem 
unlikely. (But ever that fact had to 
be explained, since Kroger has just 
been purchased by Hamady, which 
plans to sell at lower prices.) 

Even comparing Country Star with 
Giant, there ts less than $5 dif- 
ference on a $75 grocery bill—and 
almost $3 of that difference was on 
one meat item, We doubt that our 
story convinced anyone to totally 
change their shopping habits, but 
that decision has to be made by each 
individual. We attempt to be fair, 
accurate and thought-provoking in 


benefits 


all of our news stories, and we feel it 
is our responsibility to take a 
detailed look behind the routine 
‘headline news.”’ 

We weren't picking on super- 
markets. In the past, we've done 
stories comparing prices on a variety 
of items ranging from draft beer, 
gasoline, ski lift tickets, restaurant 
meals and bank interest rates. We 
feel that these types of consumer 
stories are important to our readers 
and we intend to keep doing them. 

We trust that our readers are 
intelligent enough to make their own 
decisions when presented with the 
facts. 

What was hard to get across in our 
price comparison ts that much more 
than price is considered by con- 
sumers when they decide where to 
shop. 

One of the factors—and one not to 
be taken lightly—is certainly the 
idea of supporting businesses in 
one’s own community. 

Obvious benefits are convenience 
{they are closer), service and atmos- 
phere (the store owners and clerks 
probably know you). 

You're also keeping dollars cir- 
culating where you live and work, 
which helps support your schools, 
your city and possibly the place 
where you work. These factors 
certainly cannot be ignored.

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Natural beauty roads 


make a colorful drive 


BY TRISH WRIGHT 


A local road that has particularly 
outstanding natural beauty may qualify 
for a special designation to protect it 
from development or expansion. 

Trees: that meet to form a cathedral 
ceiling over a road may be spared from 
removal or cutting if the road that lies 
beneath them ts designated as a Natural 
Beauty Road. 

As provided under Act 150, PA 1979, 
‘Natural Beauty: Roads are certain 
county local roads having unusual or 
outstanding natural beauty by virtue of 
native vegetation or other natural 
features within or associated with the 


right-of-way, for the use of enjoyment of 


local residents and the 
general,"' 

Aceording to Fred Welh of the 
Charlevoix County Road Commission. 


Charlevoix County has four Natural 


public in 


Beauty Roads. The roads listed below - 


have been designated as Natural Beauty 
Roads and they are a natural for a 
colorful drive this fall. All roads are 
marked by Natural Beauty Road stan- 
dard signs except Addis Road. 
MAGEE ROAD 
On the East Side of the county in 
Hudson Township lies Magee Road. 
Take Thumb Lake Road east. Magee 
Road intersects Thumb Lake Road after 
Thumb Lake. Turn left on Magee and 
drive north. A green and white sign 
marks the beginning of a two mile 
natural beauty stretch. 
ADDIS ROAD 
Leave Boyne City on M-75 which 
connects Boyne City and Boyne Falls in 
Boyne Valley Township.

The criteria for designation of a 
Naturat Beauty road, prepared jointly 
by the Department of Natural Resources 
and the County Road Association, 
maintains that a road must have 
outstanding natural features along its 
borders, and open areas with scenic or 
natural vistas which set this road apart 
from other roads as being something 
unique and distinct. 

Accepted maintenance practices for a 
natural beauty road have been outlined 
for the preservation of the character of 
the road. There are prescribed mea- 
sures for mowing, grading. herbicides, 
dust faving. cross drainage, trimming

It is the intent of the Department of 


State Highways that a natural beauty 


road be identified at entrance points, by | 


a specifically designed standard sign 
and placed by the County Road Com- 


mission. The length of the designated — 


road will be indicated on the sign. 


If you live on a local county road that . 
you would like declared as a natural | 
beauty road. there are specific proce- - 
dures you must follow when recom- | 


mending the designation. 
A status report of the potential 
natural beauty road should be obtained 


from the County Road Commission. ° 


Only county local roads are eligible. 
Twenty-five or more landowners in a 


township must apply by petition to the - 
County Road Commission for the road . 


or portion of road to be designated. 
Petitioners need not live on the road. 

Petitions should clearly state the spect- 

fics of the road, beginning and ending 


points and should have a statement of .- 


justification for the request. 


A public hearing is held six months 
after the petition is received by the 
County Road Commission. 

Thirty days after the public hearing, 
the County Road Commission  an- 
nounces its decision as to whether the 
road shall or shali not be designated as 
a natural beauty road. Petitions are 
available from the County Road Com- 
mission,

Boyne seniors get 
Lee scholarships 


The Board of Directors of the Henry 
Lee and Elizabeth C. Lee Foundation 
announce that scholarships totaling 
$19,947 have been awarded to 27 
graduates of Boyne City High School. 

This is the fourth year that Boyne City 
seniors -have been eligible for 
educational assistance through the Lee 
fund. To qualify for the scholarship, 
applicants must graduate with a 3.0 
average, prove financial need, and sign 
an affidavit proclaiming that the appli- 
cant does not partake of alcoholic 
beverages. 

According to Rev. Milton G. Walls, 
pastor of the Boyne City Presbyterian 
Church, the Henry and Elizabeth C. Lee 
Scholarship Foundation was established 
in the summer of 1977, 


‘Elizabeth Lee’s will provide that the 
board of trustees for the fund would 
include the senior officer at Northwes- 
tern State Bank in Boyne City, the 
pastor of the Presbyterian Church and 
the Boyne City School superintendent,” 
says Rev. Walls. 


’ Currently, Rich Kelty and John 
Cutler serve with Rev. Walls on the 
board. The selection committee under 
the guidance of Rick Casper, Boyne City 
High School principal, is comprised of 
teachers and counselors that work with 
the board of trustees to screen and 
qualify applicants. 

Thelma Behling, Carl Skornia and 
Glen Irwin are members of the selection 
committee. 

Rev. Walls, who pastors the Pres- 
byterian Church where Elizabeth Lee 
attended before her death, says, 
‘“Henry and Elizabeth Lee moved to 
Boyne City in the early 1900s. Henry 
Lee was very active in the old railroad 
here. His wise investments made him 
prosperous. The Lees had no children of 
their own, but if they knew of some 
deserving student that needed financial 
assistance for education, they would 
help him out. They were wonderfully 
gracious and concerned people.”’ 

Approximately $276,000 was set 
aside for the foundation after the death 
of Elizabeth Lee in 1976. ‘‘The prin- 
cipal has been invested in land con- 
tracts, commercial investments and 
short term money markets. We cannot 
touch the principle, so scholarships are 
awarded according to the amount of 
interest earned,’’ explains Rev. Walls. 

Once a scholarship is awarded a 
student may apply for continued fin- 
ancial assistance every year that he is 
enrolled in school and meets the pres- 
cribed criteria for qualification. Grad- 
uate and under-graduate, vocational 


and trade school matriculating students 


may apply.

on how much is awarded per student,”’ 
says Walls. '‘The difference in what the 
student has been awarded by the Basic 
Educational Opportunity Grant and 
what they need for tuition determines 
how much they are eligible to receive 
from the Henry and Elizabeth Lee 
fund.”’ 


‘We had only six or seven students 
apply for the scholarship during the 
first year. This year it jumped to about 
29 students applying for a scholarship. 
We've had to lower the $2,000. ceiling 
per scholarship to $1,000., says Rev. 
Walls.

Co. in Novi, Shelvey decided to relocate 
in Northern Michigan and start his 
own business. '‘Our society is oriented 
to work under a mass production 
program. It's easy to cut corners and 
save money in that kind of situation."’ 

Shelvey believes that the demand is 
limited for quality tradesmen, ‘This is a 
dying art. Labot costs are so high now 
that many people can’t afford to have 
their cars repaired properly.”’ 

‘*Fewer people are willing to sacrifice 
the extra time and money that quality 
repair and restoration demands. It takes 
more than twice as long to do something 
right than just turn it out."’ 

As an example, he explains that the 
correct method of eliminating car rust is 
most expeditious. 

“The proper way to fix a car's rust 
hole is to cut out the rust, weld a new 
piece of metal on the hole, build the

surface back up with lead and then 
prepare for the surface work. This takes 
about three times as long as the bondo 
job."* Bondo is a plastic used for filling 
the holes:

Pre-war. full classics and special inter- 
est automobiles are also worth restor- 
ation costs.'’ The Antique Automobile 
Club of America sets the standards for 
classics.

SPECIAL INTEREST 

The special interest car category, post 
World War I]. includes: Thunderbird 
(1955-1957). early Corvettes and 1953 
Skylards. Shelvey explains their distinc- 
tion: ‘They were all ahead of their time 
for style and performance. The 1950's 
marked the end of the era for special 
interest cars. Automobiles were pro- 
duced in the ‘60s for high performance. 
However, the Lincoln Mark, front wheel 
drive El. Dorado and Corvette will 
always be valuable." 


Since the emphasis of the auto 
industry is to produce a car for better 
fuel economy, less attention is. now 
being given to quality construction, he 
said. ‘“‘Americans have always wanted 
something a little different or better. 
But, the auto industry can’t supply that 
anymore." 

Shelvey feels that the cars being built 
in this country are as good or better 
than the comparable Japanese imports 
and are Jess expensive. ‘‘An incredibly 
high tarriff is imposed on the American 
cars exported to Japan. The trade 
balance is ridiculous.” 

The gas crunch and general state of 
the economy that America is experienc- 
ing now does not espouse the large 
luxury cars and quality construction of 
the past. Current needs dictate ef- 
ficiency a d economy in an automobile. 
But the regard and appreciation for well 
constructed or romantic vehicles still 
stands. 

“The reason for the success of my 
trade is that some people are willing to 
sacrifice extra time and money to own 
the vehicle of their youth or a special 
interest car and get it back on the road 
in optimum condition."

Auto insurance is a 
wrecking experience 


BY KATHY JOHNSON 


A not so funny thing happened to me 
on the way home from the washateria. 
My jeep and I rear-ended a gentleman. 

We exchanged insurance companies, 
which in out case happened to be the 
same company, and went home. [ called 
my insurance man and explained to his 
secretary what had happened and that 
my jeep was okay, but that the car ] hit 
was severely wounded. They would take 
care of it, he said. 

Later my agent called me and put the 
proper scare into me. 


He explained to me that Michigan 
was a no-fault state. but that effective 
July 1, ifaperson is involved in an 
accident and is more than 50 percent at 
fault, he or she could be sued for up to 
$400. 

It seems that I had, however, taken 
the option offered by my company to be 
covered for that amount, and | was 
covered. His concern was that there 
were many people who were not taking 
the option and he felt that a few words 
on the changes in law regarding no-fault 
might be informative. 

What the law means is that if the 
person you hit doesn’t have insurance to 
pay the damages to his own car then 
you are legally liable for up to $400. He 
can go to the small claims court and get 
a judgment against you for up to that 
amount. 

If you have the coverage for it, your 
insurance would then take care of it. If 
not, then you would have to go to the 


smalt claims court and could be found 
liable. 

Now, if you are starting to get 
properly confused, let me also explain 
that not all insurance companies are 
charging for that coverage. Some 
companies feel that because of a new 
law which will take effect on Jan. 1, 
1981, the current law may change and 
they are therefore not, charging any- 
thing until after that time. 

Effective Jan. 1, the new Essential 
Insurance Act will take over. This taw 
will make it easier for certain people to 
get auto (and home) insurance. Accord- 
ing to a brochure produced by the 


Michigan Association of Insurance 
Companies. ‘‘most Michigan residents 
will pay more,'’ because of these 
changes. 


“Under the new taw, regular insur- 
ance companies will be required to 
provide auto and home policies for 
many people who were previously 
insured through ‘high-risk pools.’ The 
new law won't cause lower insurance 
rates, but will shift the cost. Some 
people are going to pay less, but most 
people will pay more.”’ 

When purchasing auto insurance, 
young single males and people who live 
in the largest metropolitan areas will 
benefit under the new law the most.

“Locals owned banks nerve thelr commanittes beat.’

"easier to get car loans this year, 


New laws sponsored by State 


Representative James Defebaugh 
amended the Banking Code, Savings 
and Loan Act and the Credit Union Act 
by raising the interest rate ceiling from 
12.83 annual percentage rate to 16,5 
percent on a 36-month contract. 

The high cost of money to financial 
. lending institutions was prohibitive to 
lending because of the state law which 
allowed the fending institution to charge 
no more than 12.8 percent on auto 
installments, 

When banks, savings and loans and 
credit unions were paying 15 to 19 
percent to borrow money from the 
Federal Reserve, it was not financially 
prudent to make loans to customers at 
12.83 percent. 

As a result of the auto dealers’ 
difficulty in getting indirect loans 
approved for their customers and 
prospective car and truck buyers finding 
little money available from financial 
institutions, automobile factories 
slowed down production and laid off 
more auto workers. 

When financial institutions are 
paying more money to borrow from the 
federal reserve and paying higher 
interest rates to attract depositors, the 
state statutory auto loan rate made a 
losing program out of car and truck 
loans. Hopefully the new laws will free 
up money for auto loans to qualifying 
customers. 

Now that the financial institutions can 
charge higher interest rates on auto 
loans will there be enough requests for 
those loans from qualified buyers to 
pump up the state's sagging economy? 

Bill Grauel, president of North- 
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western State Bank, says, “With double 
digit inflation traffic is down. We have 
money available to our customers and 


we're encouraging car loans at this 


time.’’ A 25 percent down payment will 
mean a 1S percent interest rate on an 


installment plan for auto loans at - 


Northwestern State Bank. 

Branch manager of the First Nationa] 
Bank in Boyne City, Steve Woodcock, 
quotes the same figures as North- 
western State Bank for interest rates. 

‘On new and one-year-old cars we're 
charging 15 percent with a 25 percent 
down payment, for a maximum of 48 
’ Woodcock explains that rates 
are subject to change and First National 
tries to be competitive with other banks 
in auto Joans. ‘‘We’re getting a number 
of loan requests and accommodating 
those qualified."’ 

Charlevoix Federal Credit Union wit! 
finance a loan at a 12 percent annual 
percentage rate for three years with a 
member down payment of 20 percent. 
According to Manager Jim Dahl, ‘‘We 
have a surplus of funds now. We want 
to make car loans. Loan demand has 
been down. We dropped our rates to 
meet the competition.”’ 

The Charlevoix Federal Credit Union 
would rather loan money at 12 percent 
toits members than invest it to earn the 
same rate of interest. Sdys Dahl, 
‘That's what we're here for.” 

Lakewood Savings and Loan in Boyne 
City charges an interest rate of 14.5 
percent on auta loans with a 20 percent 
down payment. 

Randy Lightfoot, vice-president of 
Lakewood. explains that banks are 
eligible by law to charge a higher rate of 
interest than can savings and loan 
associations. ‘‘But, our principal obliga- 
tion is to the housing industry,’’ he 
says.
